THROWN TURMOIL

PARIS, Oct. 24. Former Emperor Charles’s attempt to regain the throne of 


Hungary has thrown Europe into turmoil tonight. Charles may be in Budapest. Re- 


ports from Vienna say the monarchist troops defeated the army of Admiral Nich- 
olas von Horthy, Regent of Hungary, five miles outside of Budapest, in a sanguin.

Another report, which came from 
three sources, one of which must be 
recognized as reliable, bore out the 
fact that a sharp battle was being 
waged within five to eight miles of 
Budapest.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 22.—I[To the 
Editor of The Times:] The queer 
city ordinance which permits chil- 
Gren to roam the streets until # 
o'clock at night, should be amended 
so as to read 6 o'clock, unless ac- 
companied by a parent. (Omit that 
pretended guardian.)“ There is no 
reason why children should be per- 
mitted on the public streets after 
dark; and no reason why they should 
be allowed to loiter and loaf on the 
streets either in the day time or 
night time.

Playing and idling on the streets 
creates criminals, and the youthful 
hobos of the streets today will be 
the criminals later on, and there 
will be another demand for an in- 
crease in the police force.

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EXICO’S REGENERATION. 

On Sunday morning The Times print- 
ed a translation of the farewell ad- 
dress delivered by President Obregon of 
Mexico to the officia) representatives sent 
by their respective governments to attend 
the recent centenary exposition in the Mex- 
ican capital. The exposition was a great 
success. It was informing as well as enter- 
taining to those who attended. Nearly 400, 
000 visitors came from outside Mexico; and 
a sterling testimonial to the complete res 
toration of order and repression of banditry 
under the Obregon regime is found in the 
fact that no murder was committed in the 
capital during the exposition and no visitor 
was robbed of either his purse or baggage. 
That is a record for the protection of life 
and property which ho American exposition 
has equaled. 

Those who continue to protest against 
the recognition of the present Mexican gov- 
ernment must henceforth base their objec 
tion on some other contention than that a 
condition of lawlessness still exists south 
of the Rio Grande. There are fewer crimes 
of violence in the City of, Mexico at the 
present time than in any city of its approx. 
mate population in our own country. Po- 
lice records show that mofe murders and 
thefts are committed in Los Angeles, with 
its 700,000 population, than in Mexico City, 
with its population of 900,000. 

But the chief interest in President Obre- 
gon's message centers about his expression 
of the present beliefs and aspirations of the 
Mexican people. Viewed in the light of its 
turbulent history during the ten-year period 
immediately preceding the Obregon admin- 
istration one is moved to exclaim, “Can 
this be Mexico“? 

“We believe,” said President Obregon, 
“that morality, constructive and generous 
intelligence and culture are the forces des- 
tined to govern the world in our modern 
life; that the countries which build cannon 
of the greatest range are not the ones who 
will make the greatest conquests, but those 
who present to humanity thinkers whose 
genius will allow them to look into the fu- 
ture and point out the catastrophes that 
may arise from lack of forethought and 
selfishness.” 

Upon what more secure foundation can 
agy government build? The words are 
those of a statesman, not of a demagogue or 
of a hardy bandit whom a trick of fortune 
has elevated to temporary power. If this 
is indeed the spirit in which the Mexican 
people are facing the future the era of vio- 
lence and pillage is definitely ended. 

“We believe,” continued President Obre 
gon, “that the whole of humanity will rise 
to a new life chastened by the bitterest of 
‘experiences, by the experience of the late 
European hecatomb, wherein it was shown 
that brute force must fail.” Great Is the 
advance which has seemingly been made 
during the eighteen months that have 
elapsed since the overthrow of Carranza. 

Merico has apparently found herself with- 
out our knowing. Such a redemption may 
appear to a few to be too sudden to be sin- 
cere or permanent; but we must remember 
that the Mexican people were learning dur- 
ing the whole of those ten years in the bit- 
ter school of experience. The swift and 
almost bloodiess victory of Obregon over 
Carranza is here explained. The Mexican 
people were already almost a unit in their 
desire for better things and only waited an 
able and courageous leader. 

“Men have become convinced,” said Pres- 
ident Obregon, “that they should govern 
themselves and that. in order to fulfill that 
noble mission, those who are selected by 
their fellows should fully comply with all 
the dictages of morality and always subor- 
dinate to it their ma interests, so that 
it may be possible to distribute in an equl- 
table manner the products ‘which nature 
has endowed to this earth.” 

That is the Spanish rendition of the Amer- 
fean profession of faith, All just govern- 
ment rests upon the consent of the gov- 
erned.” But it goes further, demanding 
that those elected to office should scrupu- 
lously “comply with all the dictates of mo- 
rality.” In this country, especially in the 
governments of some of our States, the 
practice has not always been equal to the 
precepts. 

There is a simple directness about tne 
whole of the address that recalls the utter- 
ances of the founders of our own republic. 
If the aspirations of President Obregon are 
those’ of the Mexican people, ar they are 
fully confirmed by the record of the last 
eighteen months, Merico is on the threshold 
of an era of great agricultural, industria! 
and cultural progress. She is apparently 
about to become a worthy contender for 
honors in economic and intellectual achieve 
ment 

No portion of our own country of equal 
extent is richer in natural resources. Merx- 
ico is a land of Opportunity; but it remains 
with her own people to decide what use 
they shall make of their natural advan- 
tages. As President Obregon sets forth in 
his address, there is a vast work of educa- 
tion to be done among the Mexican people. 
Illiteracy is n bar to her progress which he 
hopes to remove by “increasing her appro- 
priation for public instruction and by pre- 
paring teachers and opening new schools.” 
The Udren of today must be schooled in 
order that they may be fitted for self-cov- 
ernment’ when they attain their majority. 
During the interim progress will be slow; 
but, if the leaders of the Mexican people 
continue fo Hossess the high ideals and the 
vision of Président Obregon, it will be cer- 
tain. 

It the practices of the Mexican govern- 
ment are in accordance with the precepts 
of her President it is evident that recogni- 
tion cannot be long delayed. An agreement 
can be and should be arrived at which will 
give to Mexico the official recognition by 
our government which President Obregon 
desires and which is essential to early ro- 
construction. But it must Be an agreement 
which will safeguard, as far as possible, 
without interfering with the sovereign 
right of the Mexican people to regulate 
their own domestic affairs, the rights of 
American citizens residing or possessing 
property in Mexico. 

If we are true to our traditions we wil! 
lend Mexico an early helping hand.

ICTURE PUZZLES. 

The epoch through which the motion- 
picture inuusiry is passing is similar to 
that which has characterized the evolution 
of every other great invention or innova 
tion. They have all been hindered by crit- 
ics and false prophets, and the more un- 
versally beneficial the novelty the more re 
lentless the reformers who would curtail 
it or do away with it altogether. 

The telescope, “Fulton's Folly,” the steel 
ship, the locomotive, the Bell telephone, the 
fying machine, the automobile—all these 
bad to run the gauntlet of ridicule, med- 
dling reformers and ‘alarmists who wanted 
to pass laws “regulating” them. 

Nation-wide agitation against the so-called 
evils of the motion picture and the suspl- 
cion cast upon the sincerity of producers 
who have expressed thelr willingness to 
“clean house” are but the latest manifesta 
tions of this age-old prociivity of humans 
nature. 

It appears to be sweeping the country Ifke 
an epidemic of new jazz music or some 
freak style in women's dress. 

The dancer that lurks in censorship con- 
ducted by lay committees composed of staid 
citizens of both sexes lies iu its extremes. 
Given final responsibility in such matters, 
conservative parents and conscientious pro- 
fessionel men, who imagine a “helpless” 
public depends upon them for protection, 
are apt to delete with growing severity un- 
til there is nothing left to delete. 

They will see evil where no evil is in 
tended. They will be oblivious to the dra- 
matic necessities of the pictured drama and 
cut out that which will inevitably spoll the 
picture, although in some particular cases, 
far from being !mmoral, the deleted portion 
may be merely funny. The tendency, in a 


1 word, will be to view the offering too n4r- 


rowly, so that even the wholesome lesson 
it strives to impart will be lost fight of, 
overwhelmed in a maze of objections to 
scenes that should be considered relatively 
rather than individually. 

Moreover, the questions ‘arise: Who 
should constitute the personnel of the cen- 
sorship board? and What is the use of sep 
arate committees of this sort to pass, seria- 
tim, as it were, upon any given picture first 
in one community and then in another? 

These are only two conundrums that dem- 
onstrate the absurdity of municipal or State 
tribunals. What would be considered le 
gitimate in one part of the country might 
very well be ordered out in another. Humas 
nature may be the same the world over, 
but it doesn’t seem to be among reformers 
and regulators of public morality. 

It might be interesting, in this connection, 
to review briefly the steps that are being 
taken in various places to meet this latest 
popular whim. 

In Louisville, Ky., they have what Is 
known as “home rule” applied to censor- 
ship. The theater owners there have formed 
an association to censor pictures and refuse 
bookings to all films which they know in 
advance will conflict with public sentiment. 

In addition to this inside official super- 
vision there are thousands of citizens, par- 
ticularly the members of the Knuights of 
Columbus and members of the churchmen's 
and churchwomen's federations, that are 
constantly on the alert and pledged to re- 
port objectional scenes. When one exhib- 
itor sees fit to reject any particular film the 
rules of the association forbid any other 
showman from putting it on. 

In Chicago, according to B. A. Armitage, 
president of the civil service of that city, 
they have a board of weil-paid members 
who devote their entire time to pre-viewing 
films. 

‘Minneapolis has resolved to incorporate 
in its new charter, about to be voted upon, 
a section devoted to censorship of films. A 
prominent minister of that city has sug- 
gested that a voluntary committee be ap 
pointed to pass on each and every picture 
contracted for in the various theaters, 
whereupon an equally prominent theatrical! 
man rises to say that no such committee 
could find the time to discuss and delete 
all the hundreds of pictures that come every 
month to the theaters of Minneapolis. 

Now it would seem to a man up a tree 
that the only way out of this dilemma would 
be to provide producers, at the fountainhead 
of production, with all the manifold rules 
and regulations governing films in every 
hamlet and metropolis throughout the coun- 


| try and then, having these for ready refer- 


ence, let them turn out pictures that would 
obey each and every one of these rules. 

The first film thus produced should be 
preserved in a museum. 


1 RADICALS PASSING. 
European cables forecast the early ref 
ignation of Chancellor Wirth of Germany 
and the formation of a new government. 
While this is but a Cabinet change, some 
thing that is not possible under the Amer- 
ican system of government, it indicates the 
trend of the times on the east bank of the 
Rhine. Chancellor Wirth is the head of a 
radical Cabinet, fo®med through a coalition 
of Socialist and Communist parties in the 
Reichstag. 

Under this radical Cabinet the German 
government has made some wild financial 
experiments that have much to do with the 
present low exchange value of the mark. 
During the week ending September 30 the 
paper currency in circulation in Germany 
was increased by the activity of the print- 
ing presses more than 4,000,000,000 marks. 
During the same week bank notes were in- 
creased in the amount of 4,215,000,000 
marks. Apparently the Wirth Cabinet was 
trying to outdo Lenin in issuing Worthless 
currency. 

All these issues of paper currency in 
Germany are purely operations of the print- 
ing presses. There has been no increase 
in the gold reserve and, so far as the gov- 
ernment is concerned, they are unredeem- 
able. There was a time when the holder 
of a German bank note could present it to 
the national treasury and receive its face 
value in gold. At the present time he could 
not get so much as a toothpick for it. 

This total collapse of the German cur- 
rency, followed as it seems about to be by 
the downfall of the radical government, fur- 
nishes an object lesson as to what would 
have happened in this country if the fiat 
money schemes of the Socialists and the 
Farmers’ Alliance had ever been put into 
effect. No country, even in the midst of 
prosperity, could weather such an attack 
upon a sound money system. That it should 
have driven Germany to the verge of col- 
lapse is not surprising. The wonder is that 


the mark should now have any value at all. 


Watered currency is a fault of all the 
present European governments that took 
part in the World War. Billions of francs, 
pounds, lire, marks and rubles were issued, 
based only on the national credit. For a 
time they circulated at something akin to 
their face value. They tided Great Britain, 
Italy, France and Germany through the ear- 
ly stages of the World War; and all these 
countries but Germany has tried to cal! at 
least a part of them in and destroy them 
since the war has ended. The radicals in 
the German government, however, have con- 
tinued to issue them, and in still greater 
amounts than when the war was at its 
height. 

So long as those German government 
printing presses continue to rotate, turning 
out paper backed by no metal reserve, just 
so long will the mark continue to be prac- 
tically worthless. No increased trade, no 
stimulated industry could, under such con- 
ditions, restore to the mark even a consid- 
erable fraction of its former value. And 
the collapse of German currency keeps the 
machinery of the whole industrial world 
thrown awry. “You men of business know 
that commerce and finance of the world 
have made of it one community. : 
Isolation is no longer possible for any great 
country, especially for a great commercial 
and producing country.” Lo spoke Viscount 
Bryce in a recent address delivered at a 
busisfess conference held in New York. Our 
trade and industry suffer because radicals 
have destroyed the credit of the German 
government. For German merchants and 
industrials must make use of the govern- 
ment credit in order to conduct their bust 
ness successfully. If our own financial sys- 
tem were to be wrecked Individual and na- 
tional credit alike would suffer. 

Present prospects are that the Wirth 
Cabinet, composed mostly of radicals, will 
be succeed by a more conservative govern- 
ment. We hope that this shall take place, 
for in conservatism alone can Germany hope 
to find security and business stability.
